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THE RESCUE, 
A TRADITON OF THE REVOLUTION. 

The ‘Rising Sun’ is an ancient hotel, 
situated on the main road from Philadelphia 
toGermantown. This place was famous 
during the Revolution, as the resort of 
Whig and Tory, Briton and Anerica—and 
during the period when the British troops 
posseesed the city, the head-quarters of 
Washington were either near Germantown, 
at Skippack, or at White Marsh, The old 
tavern often exhibited scenes of active busi- 
ness—and on some occasions, the landlord 
found it exceedingly difficult to manage both 
parties, and preserve the Rising Sun as a 
sort of neutral ground—which he, the said 
host, Was anxious to do in order to deive 
all possible benefit from citizens and soldier, 
friend and foe. 

It was late in the fall of the year 1777, 
the rising Sun was all bustle and hurry, io 
doors and out of doors--a troop of horse- 
mao, in the Americao uniform, rode up to 
the hotel, and clamored loudly for hostlers, 
Waiters, aad relreshments.— The host might 
have left them to baw! hemselves hoarse, 
until it was bis good pleasure to move his 
corpulent peison in their behalf—tad not a 
servant, whispered the magic name La- 
fayette, in the ear ofthe greedy innkeeper— 
now the able lungs, and valuable tongue, 
and fat body of the host were in full play, 
as he obsequently bowed the General into 
the best parlour of the establishment. The 
\roop were provided for with equal des- 
patch, aod for a time all wasa scene of 
hilarity and undisturbed enjoyment.—Nearly 
recoveriag trom the ¢ ffects of the wound re- 
ceived on the day of the disastrous battle of 
Brandywine, when he so gallantly covered 
the retreat of the American forces—La- 
fayette had again ventured out to gain the 
camp at White Marsh, attended by an 
escortof thirty horsemen. His object was, 
not only to reach head-quarters, but to 
gain all the dnformation possible, respecting 
the position and force of the British —hence 
his circuitousg rvute brought him to the 
place mentioned: 

An hour had not elapsed, when the door 
of the apartment occupied by Lafayette, 
was suddenly thrown open, and a lad of some 
sixteen years of age, flushed, panting, and in 
evident trepidation, presented himself. 

‘Speak my man,’ eaid the Groneral, pre- 
ceiving his embarrassent. 

‘Fly, sir,’ answered the lad breathlessly, 
and with vehemence, ‘call your men—a 
body of mounted regulars, with red coate, 
are coming up the road,’ 

‘Ab, bow far off, my man?’ 

‘Over that hill about a mile I saw them, 
tbout a mile off.” 

‘Thank you, thank you,’ said the General, 
and bestowing a silver crown upon the boy, 
who hastily disappeared—the. General call- 
ed to his escort, and having remunerated 
the landlord, the whole party werein a 
few minutes in the saddle, the General being 
followed tothe very stirrup by the bowing 
host, The pasty galloped off on the Skip- 
Pack road, for a few hundred yards, and 
then the General pausing, directed the men 
to separate and- enter the wood, which 
skirted the road for miles, singly, and meet 
gain ata designated point. in order to 
deceive the pursuing party as to the real 
route—this course would lead still farther 
Cutof the direct way tothe American 
Camp, but would render escape certain. 

he direction so briefly givea was prompt- 
ly obeyed and the whole troop dasbed singly 
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into the woods and only met together again 


wheo a mile and more from the main road. 

Buta short time had elapsed after the 
hasty departure of the last party, when the 
clouds of dust in the road, the heavy tramp- 
ling of horses, startled the quiet country 
people, aod created no small sensation 
among the inhabitants of the Rising Sun. 
With trumpet sounding avo loud words of 
command, a troop of an hundred horsemen 
rode up, and, io a moment, as if by magic, 
bed surrounded the whole establishment. 
“Pheboniface of the inm-preses 
before his new guests, and bowing atill 
lower than was usual, as the scarlet uoiform 
of the Eoglish troopers met his view—he 
most respecifully invited the officers to alight 
and enter his house. A glance assured the 
officer in command, as he sat upon his borse, 
that either his information respecting Las 
fayette was false, or tbat the accomplished 
Frenchman had made a retreat. Isforma- 
tion of the General’s route had been given 
to the Britisn, and these troopers bad been 
on his track—and but for the warning of 
bis country boy, Lafayette would have been 
captured. But the hand that led the armies 
of America was ever extended over those 
chosen men, who so signally contributed 
to the esteblishment of American Liberty. 

‘The bird has flown,’ was the firet re- 
mark of the officer, addressed to his subor~ 
dinate by his side, or to the fat inkeeper 
or to both, for both answeied in a breath, 
the is not here,’ 

‘On your life, and the well being of your 
whole establishm-nt, which route did he 
take,” said the officer, laying his sheathed 
sabre rather heavily upon the shoulder of 
the shrinking inokeeper. 

‘Toward the American camp, sir,’ said 
the host, layiog tis tight hand demurely 
upon the place where bis heart ought to be. 

‘Tis well—we may yet overteke the 
party before they reach the rebel outposts,’ 
turoiog hastily toward the inkeeper, again 
he said, ‘was the account of the enwhber of 
his escort correct?” 

‘Some thirty io all,’ replied the host, 

‘See that you have given ws truth, or 
that sign post of yours will make an excel- 
lent gibbet.’ 

‘Boniface became a shade paler at this 
threat, but deemed it wiser to be silent, and 
only answered by another bend of his cor:

‘Call the troop, and follow with all speed,’ 
said tbe officer, and turning bis horse, he 
galloped along the Skippack road, followed 
by the whole body of horse, which the 
cheering notes of the trumpet had soon sum- 
moned to the front of the hotel, 

The pursuing troop passed the part of 
the woods that Lafayette’s wen bad entered, 
at full gallop—and of course saw nothing of 
the fugitives, or of any other party, until 
after a ride of several hoore, the extreme 
outposts of the Americans were in sight. 
Here upon an ewinence the whole party 
halied, 

‘The prey has escaped,’ said the com- 
mander, with evident chagriv, afier a long 
look in the direction of the camp, ‘We 
may as well trot back again, while we can 
do so leisurely—if those horsemen | see 
moving in the distaoce should espy us, we 
may have a race vack again, Troop take 
open order, front rank right about, forward.’ 
The horsemen separated into two long 
lines—tbe front wheeling inward, and pass- 
ing regularly through the whole lines, by 
which manceuvre the front of the troop was 
facing the road back again whence they 
came. ‘Close ranks,’ said the officer, and 
the files assumed the marcbiog order, ‘for- 
ward,’ and the troop trotted off. After 
riding in this regular order for some time, 
the commander gave the word for the troop 
to ‘ride at ease,’ and summoning his second 
in command to the front, they rode along 
chattiog familiarly of the events of the day. 

As the troop came witbin sight of the 


| Rising Sun, a solitary horseman was seen 


to spring his beast over a fence, and make 
directly across the road. ‘Halt,’ said the 
commander, and a brief discussion took 
place between the two officers. Whilst 
the troop halted, the solitary individuel 
was seen to mount his horse, and having 
evideotly seen ‘the British light horse," he 
was putting bis horse off at a smart pace in 
(be direction taken by Lafayette and bis 
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meo. The consultation now ended, by the

It may be necessary to go back one day 
in our narrative, and change the scene to 
that range of hills upon one of which the 
broad basins of Fairmount are now spread. 
On the day of which we speak, a young 
men, io the undress of an officer, might be 
geen busy with his small spy glass, survey- 
ing the city, and the various positions of the 
Britieh and Hessian troops, As his glass 
enabled him to take an accurate sketch of 
the whole, he carefully drew the various 
positions, lines, and marked every thing of 
note in bis tablets,—fully two hours was 
he thus occupied—screened from observat~ 
ion by thedense grove of cedar, oaks and 
pines in which he stood, but yet, tbrough 
the openings, he could see far and wide— 
near him stood in perfect quietness a beaut- 
ilul horse lightly caparisoned, as though de- 
signed mote particularly fore race thana 
fight. The animal seemed trained to the 
kind of service in which he was engaged— 
no sound did he utter—he scarcely lifted a 
hoof—but nibbling occasionally the brao 
ches near where he was fastened, he waited 
his masterstime (o move. 

The eveniog ofa cool November day 
was drawing near as the young officer finish- 
ed his observations and securing bis sketch- 
es, he weat to his horse, patted the docile 
acimal, who quietly returned the caress, aod 
the officer mounted and rode cautiously 
through the wood, and down the hills, until 
he gained the bank of the river Schuylkill. 
Secured by the shades of evening, aod the 
almost entire absence of the population to. 
gether with the woods that intervened, he 
continued to advance towards the place ooce 
known as the ‘Wigwam’ on the brow ofa 
hill which descended ia a gradual green 
slope towards the river. The Wigwam 
wasa sort of summer resort during the 
peaceful days of the country, and wae con- 
sidered quite a ride into the country—at the 
prezent it was occupied atill as a tavern— 
aod the officer well knew that the staunch 
Whig. who atthat time kept the hotel, 
would both succour and secure him to the 
best of his ability. Carefully dismounting 
at ashort distance, he took a survey of the 
premises—all was quiet, and he ventured to 
pass the large gate with his horse as 
noiselessly as possible—but the wary old 
host was soon by his side, grasping him 
firmly by the hand, which he shook fora 
minoteas though he intended to wring it 
from the main body. 

‘Jobo, my boy, you are welcome, and 80 
is your horse. What news from the old 
Fox, all up at Whitemarsh safe? bad busi- 
ness that affair of Germantown: never mind, 
whip them all yet.

Passing along the road which 
led towards the city fora few hundred 
yards, he spraog lightly over a rail-feoce 
and struck across a wide field, now re- 
posing in the barrenees of autumo, the dried 
grass affording a good fout path, while it 
yielded no apparent sound of his step. All 
was enveloped in thick darkoess of a No. 
vember night, The wiod swept over the 
open field in fitful poffs—the clouds had 
gathered efter sunset as if for a battle of tbe 
elemeats—and now, collected in dense 
messes, seemed to betoken an immediate 
storm—directly they would be broken by 
the force of the wind, and here and there 
the pale twickle of a star might seen strug- 
gling with the dark clouds. The officer 
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hunting knife, with a brace of pistols closer 
round him, and as his enterprise would not 
permit the encumbrance ofa cloak, he bore 
the chill night air with the patience of a 
youthful soldier, and strode rapidly but 
stealthily along. Far to the left he could 
perceive the tents of the hireling Hessians, 
carelessly guarded before him stood loom- 
ing out of the datkness the object of his 
enterprise, the hOme of his fathers. Here, 
however, avotber difficulty appeared—the 
rearef the bdilding he approached was 
guarded by sentinel, though by but one— 
e CO “matter thet-one~ 
accomplish bis purpose, Yet he paused 
awhile, and hesitated, while a host of 
thougbts painful or pleasing, passed through 
his mind. 

How often does the memory of a mother’s 
love, awaken the most tender feelings of 
the soul: expecially,.if that mother’s early 
instructions have been moral and religions 
—desigoed to point out the path of piety, as 
the only way to peace here, and happiness 
hereatter. ‘The son of such a mother, may, 
fora time, forge her admonitions, but they 
will recur to him—aye,amid the bustle of a 
camp or the dio of battle, aod io the bour 
of deadly peril. kt was the love of bis 
mother, that prompted this youog officer to 
exceed his instructions of duty, and pass 
within the lines of bis country’s foes, After 
completing the survey, we have mention, he 
would not resist the temptation to see aad 
speak with his beloved parent, He stood 
now within the grounds of his paternal home 
—where bis mother heroically remained to 
gaard her younger children, although her 
house was the abode of the enemy’s officers. 
This house had stood for many years, eed 
was partly built of brick, imported from 
Hollaod,—io what year, nobody keew. A 
low, long, ramblivg, unfasbionadle Datch 
kind of place—yet it was the home of » 
respectable and wealthy family, whose 
persons and property were embarked in the 
revolutionary struggle. The father of oar 
young Officer, was a captain of riflemen— 
the som was his first officer.
